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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 4, 8-13 and 1 5 are drawn to a pulse width modulation controller for modulating 

signal generated from a transformer, classified in class/subclass 118/61. 

II. Claims 17-28 are drawn to structure of a transformer arranged with a lamp terminal, 
classified in class/subclass 219/121.48. 

1 . Inventions I and II are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in this 
relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed in invention I does 
not require the particulars of subcombination as claimed in the invention II for patentability, 
and (2) that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 
806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination, a feed system with pneumatic feed rings in the 
invention I is not established with a particular structure including radial holes forming 
boundary layer along chamber walls associated with the temperature as required in the 
subcombination claim of the invention II. A controller in the subcombination also has its 
separate utility such as to shut off the plasma generator in an emergency condition. 

2. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the search required 
for Group I is not required for Group II, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is 
proper. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include an
